First Service 


At the first service held at Mount 
Hermon in the Memorial Chapel on 
Sunday, September 13, at 10.30 a.m. 
the president of the Northfield 
Schools, Mr. Elliott Speer, remarked 
that for the past five years it has 
been his constant wish to come to 
know the students of Mount Hermon 
more intimately. The resignation of 
Doctor Cutler, the principal of Mount 
Hermon for the past forty-one years, 
and his appointment to take the place 
of this most able gentleman has ful- 
filled his wish. He goes into the posi- 


tion of principal next year with the 
realization that Doctor Cutler will be 
near at hand if there is a need to ask 
for help. 

Mr. Speer took his topic from the 
following verse: ‘“‘And Jesus said, ‘T 


am come that they might have life, | | 
and that they might. have it more |! 


abundantly.’ ” 

Briefly telling the history of the 
founder of the Northfield Schools, 
Dwight Lyman Moody, Mr. Speer stat- 
ed, “The aim of all education may be 
taken from that one verse. Students 
do not take a subject merely to study 
for the final examination that they 
know is inevitably going to come, but 
for getting prepared for life!’’ 

This verse tells how to live with 
others, that we are all members of so- 
ciety, and it teaches us to respect 
rules that are made for the better- 
ment of the community. Jesus did 
not have these things in mind when he 
spoke, he possessed them! 

Dwight L. Moody’s main character- 
istic was abundant life. It grew 
within him not suddenly, but by de- 
grees. ‘To me, to live is Christ,” was 
Mr. Speer’s last line. 

At the vesper service the Rev. Les- 
ter P. White took his topic from the 
expression “beauty—which is mean- 
ing.” “Mount Hermon contains soul- 
stuff, which is beauty, which is mean- 
ing,’’ Mr. White asserted. 

In building the interior of the Me- 
morial Chapel, the architect Mr. 
Ralph Harrington Doane, a former 
student of Mount Hermon, must have 
had soul-stuff in his keen mind which 
he interpreted into the pillars that 
stand strong and firm in the interior. 
In its beautiful surroundings, and 
amidst its many traditions lurks that 
intangible something termed the Her- 
mon Spirit, and those who seek it find. 

“As the Sundays come and go, and 
we come to worship in this beautiful 
building,’”? Mr. White added, “we will 
come to know the significance that 
this chapel holds in the minds of 
former students and those to come.” 
Mr. White closed by repeating the 
words of Joyce Kilmer’s famous poem 
Trees.

Forty-three deaths of children 
from infantile paralysis throughout 
Massachusetts from January 1 to the 
middle of August were reported to 
state authorities and in the same peri- 
od 130 deaths of children, struck by 
automobiles, were recorded, according 
to the Governor’s committee on street 
and highway safety Tuesday. ‘The 
fears raised by an epidemic always fo- 
cus‘ public attention on the dreaded 
paralysis,’”’ says the committee, “but 
fathers and mothers may well display 
equal concern over the deadly and 
maiming automobile, which since the 
first of the year has claimed three 
times as many child victims as paral- 
ysis in this state. 


“TI often wonder why it is that life 
insurance must be secured by solici- 
tation,” once said Herbert Hoover. 
“It is indeed due only to one thing, 


that is the lack of appreciation of the | 


fundamental character of the invest- 
ment that they make in insurance, 
which is an investment in savings, ana 
savings in a form that brings to them 
not only a direct return from saving 
but an enormous return in social ben- 
efit.” 

The institution of life insurance is 
an underlying support to the entire 
fabric of organized society as we 
know it today. It provides us with 
what we can never be sure of provid- 
ing for ourselves in other ways—se- 
curity for dependents, or as is the 
case with some types of policies, se- 
curity for ourselves in the future. A 
life insurance policy is often the en- 
tire estate of many persons when they 
die. Almost any other kind of invest- 
ment may wither or be wiped out en- 
tirely—but in the last fifty years 
there has been not a single loss to pol- 
icyholders from failure of a legal re- 
serve insurance company. 

From the standpoint of logic, it is 
strange that life insurance business 
must be solicited. It is probably true 
that most of us are negligent in ob- 
taining the things that are best for 
us. But life policies are regarded by 
millions of people, particularly those 
of small means, as being the safest, 
the best and soundest way of invest- 
ing savings. A large amount of in- 
surance is being carried in Northfielu 
according to all available records. 


The other day a number of local 
men were talking and the subject of 
the conversation was the present “‘de- 

ression.”” It was a gloomy subject 

ut the fact remained that not one 
of the group was seriously effected. 
If the truth was honestly stated each 
one had the same income as in the 
balmier days and their money buys 
more now than then. The writer felt 
as the conversation continued that if 
the thoughts and expressions of these 
men were more neglectful of pessi- 
miem and more cptimism prevailed it 
would go a long way toward a realism 
of things desired. Right thinking is 
now necessary and out of this thought 
will come a brignter and better con- 
dition. After all is said and done 
Northfield has not had the sorrow and 
suffering of unemployment as have 
the industrial e-nters of the common- 
wealth and we should be profoundly 
thenkful. There is no use waating 
our living in worrying over a “‘depres- 
sion’ or wondering if the bottom uf 
the present depression has been 
reached or else trying to reach the 
bottom and single out someone who 
started it. Better by far lets be op- 
timists and with faith in the govern- 
ment—aA way will be found to solve 
the problems of “depression.”

Admiral 
Higginson Dies 


Word was received here of the 
death Sunday night in Kingston? N. 
Y., of Rear Admiral Francis J. Hig- 
ginson, 88, U. S. N., retired, who 
fought in the Civil War and the War 
with Spain and later commanded the 
North Atlantic fleet.

When the farmer began to 
“come to” and in his half-awakened 
consciousness observed the fact that 
there were no oxen yoked to the cart, 
he drawled out the following confused 
reflections: “I don’t know exactly 
who I am. If I am Bill Simpkins, as 
I thought I was, I’ve lost a yoke of 
oxen; but if I ain’t Bill, I have found 
a good cart.”
